The Penang arrival mark on the reverse, is 9am on 30 December 1932 and is on copies of the 8 cents and 
10 cents postage due stamps of 1924. The addressee had moved and the letter has boxed strikes of 
"Parti/ Gone away" and "Charge not Collected/ X/ Fresh Label Required" before receiving a Penang 
Dead Letter Office postmark of 5 January 1933. It then passed back to India where it received postmarks of 
Madras D.L.O. of 17 January 1933, Madura of 19 January 1933 and Madura Unpaid of the same date all on 
the reverse. Back on the obverse an Indian Unclaimed Letter sticker was applied together with a semi- 
circular "Madras DLO/ Due/ 5 Annas.

On the reverse there is a Penang 
transit mark of 18 June 1933 plus a Malacca arrival mark of 20 June 1933 on a copy of the 
4 cents postage due stamp of 1926.
